Iq 
is @ preparation of a l1-piece solution 
of quinine and urea hydrochloride, 
Experiments for some time past have 
uniformly been successful, 

method is simple and can be 
used by any intelligent person. The 
preparation is very cheap; 12 cents 
will cover it. There ts one injection 
into the patient angestheticized by 
chloroform or ether in the ordinary 
way, and then five to " enti 
meters of the preparation distributed 
in the nerve supply of the part con. 
cerined, which will produce a total 
loss of the sensation of pain.

Quarles is the convicted slayer of 
John Mitchell, who was Killed last 
summer at his home on East Fair 
street,.near Boulevard.

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Wasting the Public’s Money. 


In the third and last of his extra- 
ordinary series of papers on “How 
Congress Squanders Our Money” (July 
Lippincott’s), Hubert Bruce Fuller dis- 
¢courses on our rapidly increasing ap- 
propriations and their remedy. 

“The first appropriation bill passed 
lw” congress became a law September 
37, 1709,” says Mr. Fuller. “It con- 
tained only twelve and a half lines, 
and provided for but four items of ex- 
penditure—the civil list, the war de- 
partment, invalid pensions, and war- 
Fants issued by the jate board of the 
treasury. The second appropriation 
bil) contained something less than two 
pages. The act of 1795 contained 
rather than three pages. To il- 
lustrate the specific method—of pro- 
viding for the. necessary expenses of 
@wovernment in these earlier bills, I 
quote a characteristic item from the 
appropriation. bill of 1795:

rent vear, in an era of profound peace. 
the United States is spending for its 
military and naval] establishments and 
for pensions $389.131,824. During that 
period the people came to think in 
enormous figures, and after the war, 
with the publie mind reconciled to the 
fdea of huge annual budgets and with 
the enormous interest charges upon 
the public debt, the annual expenses 
continued at 2 high level. The average 
expenditure for the decade from 1871 
to 18890 was $261.539.009 a vear, and 
from 1881 to 1890, $268,415,690. The 
next decade shows a marked increase. 
From 1891 to 1900 it reached the aver- 
age of $407,205,000. 

“The entire net expenses of the gov- 
ernment for the first seventy-two 
years of its history, from March 4, 
1789. to June 39, 1861, were $1.581.796,-

WHEN TRAIN HITS AUTO 


faaesoece, WN. C.. June 28—J. MM. 
Jamison, part owner of the Stonewall 
hotel, of Charlotte, was instantly 
killed and Mrs. W. M. Bagwell and 
year-old son, of Hamlet, were serious- 
ly injured on a grade crossing near 
Newell, 7 miles north of Charlotte, 
about noon today, when their automo- 
bile was struck and demolished by a 
northbound Southern railway freight 
train.

“OLD BILL” aN 
ONCE MORE FREE 


Makes Good His Boast Thal 


He Would Get Away, 


Saws Way Out of Milledgeville 
Penitentiary and Takes Two 
Companions With Him---The 
Second Time He Has Es- 
caped From There.

Milledgeville, Ga, June 28.—(Spe- 


cial..—"“Old Bil” Miner, bandit and 
train robfer, serving a twenty-year 
sentence in the Georgia penitentiary, 
today made good his threat of a few 
months ago when he declared he would 
again gain his freedom. 

When guards at the prison farm 
made their rounds this morning they 
discovered that Miner was sone, and 
had taken with him W, J. Widencamp, 
a “lifer” from Tattnall county, and 
W. M. Wiggins, sent up from the same 
eounty for one year for carrying a 
pistol. 

Since he made his sensational ¢6s- 
cape last fall and laughed at the prison 
authorities when recaptured, saying 
that it would not be long until he was 
gone again, Miner has been under 
double guard by day, and chal ned and 
shackled to his bed and room by night. 

Chains There; Miner Gone. 

This morhing the chains and shackle 
were found locked to his bed and the 
iron rings in the walls of the room, 
but the old man had gone. He sawed 
the irons away, and then cut the bars 
of the window, crawled out and 
dropped from the second story. The 
other prisoners who escaped were not 
manacled. 

Miner is 5 feet 8 1-2 inches tall, 
weighs 130 pounds, fair complexion, 
slender, light chestnut halr, light blue 
eyes and sandy mustache. He is 70 
years old. 

Widencamp is 35 years old. He was 
sent up February 23, 1911. 

Wiggins is 37 and was sent up APpril 
10, 1912. He has been at the camp less 
than ten weeks. 

Miner was a western gold and silver 
miner before he turned train 
That accounts for his now being call- 
ed ““Miner.”’ 

Miner was 
a Southern railway 
ville early last year. 
lowed a long search. At that time he 
declared he had been an inmate 0! 
twenty-seven different prisons. 

First Escape Last Fall. 

Miner’s first escape on October 16, 
last year, was also spectacular. At that 
time he choked a guard into insensi- 
bility, while he told a companion to 
hold a gun at his head, took the 
guard’s pistol and escaped. 

With him escaped his companion, 
Tom Moore, a hife prisoner, and John 
Watts, of Pulaski county, also a life 
man, convicted of killing a man and 
his wife. 

Miner had advised the prison au- 
thorities that he would remain here 
in Milledgeville at the state farm 
while for rest. About 3 o’clock in the 
morning Night Guard Bloodworth was 
overpowered by Miner, who choked 
vowed he would kill him if 
he resisted. He told him that Moor: 
had a pistol at his head. The men 
then took the guard's guns and es- 
caped, well armed. 

Miner did not take his capture very 
seriously. “Why, there are no bars vr 
chains or locks in Georgia that could 
hold me,” the old fellow permitted 
himself to gay as he was being led out 
of the court room.

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SIDE OF WIDOW 


He Establishes Precedent in 
Case of Bankrupt’s 


Estate. 


Macon, Ga., June 28,—(Special.)— 
Declaring that he stood on the side 
with the angels, Judge Emory Speer, 
in the United States district court, to- 
day passed an order establishing an 
interesting legal point in connection 
with the payment to a widow of a 
year’s allowance out of the estate of 
her husband who had gone into bank- 
ruptcy shortly before his death. 

The decision was rendered in the 
case of L. K. Dicks, of Augusta, and 
the order awards the widow and four 
children the sum of $2,500 as a year’s 
allowance. 

Shortly before his death, Mr. Dicks, 
a wholesale merchant in Augusta, on 
Broad street, went into bankruptcy. 
After his death his widow applied for 
a year’s allowance. This was opposed 
by the attorneys for the creditors on 
the ground that Mr. Dicks had no 
estate at the time af his death, as his 
property was in the bankruptcy court, 
subject to the claims of his creditors. 
In overruling this objection Judge Speer 
said that the Georgia law providing 
for widows and children harmonized 
with the federal statutes, and that he 
thought it 
the law to protect the widow and the 
orphans in the time of their affliction. 

He said that if Mr. Dicks had sur- 
vived he would have been entitled to 
homestead exemption, or possibly the 
making of a compromise with the cred- 
itors, and that his death should not 
deprive the widow and her children of 
almost equal rights.

Macon Consumers Are Up in 
Arms—Readjustment 
of the Rates. 


Macon, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)— 
There is a probability that a number 
of domestic water consumers of Macon 
will refuse to pay their bills when 
presented by the city water depart- 
ment next month. That much was in- 
timated last night at a special meet- 
ing of the board of water commission- 
ers, t@ which the public was. invited 
to attend and discuss the proposed ad- 
justment of water rates. B. L. Hen- 
dricks, one of the advocates of lowe 
rates, declared that a great many cit- 
izens were tired of paying high rates 
for water while the manufacturers: of 
the city get it below cost of produc- 
tion. He said that these property- 
owners ‘did not desire to take the 
matter into court, but if they could 
not gain their point any other way 
they might refuse to pay thelr bills 
and then the case would be sure to get 
into court, 

The whole fight centers around the 
present price paid for water by man- 
ufacturing concerns, which is 6 cents 
per 1,000 gallons. Domestic consumers 
pay 30 cents per 1,000 gallons, and the 
claim is that the small consumer is 
overcharged to make up the deficit 
caused by giving the big: consumers 
water below cost. 

Colonel W. A. Huff offered a motion 
to the commission to increase the 
manufacturers’ rate to 10 cents. per 
1,000 gallons, but the other two com- 
missioners, Messrs. Williamson and 
Fetner, declined to act on it. Colonel 
Huff, who is the senior member of the 
board, declares he has engaged law- 
yers, and if no action is taken at the 
next regular meeting of the board hi 
will tell them to proceed and man- 
damus the board from selling water 
below cost.

World’s Per Capita of 
Mail. 


(From The New York American.) 

If the postman brings you more than 
161 pieces of mall matter during the 
year you are getting more than your 
share. This is according to the great 
bureau of statistics in Berlin, 
experts have figured out just how much 
mail matter per capita is delivered in 
the various countries of the world. 

The United States leads all nations, 
is a world-beater, both in the matter 
of mail it sends everywhere and in the 
amount its inhabitants receive. 

The German empire comes next, while 
Great Britain and Ireland is sixth. | 
‘the German empire the average is 140 
pieces of mail per person during the 
vear. In Great Britain and Ireland it 
is 117, France 78, Russia 12, while in 
Turkey the people only average 1 7-10 
letters per year. 

Because the number of pieces of mall 
now sent is so enormous the bureau 
of statistics figures only in thousands 
of pieces and it has been found that 
the United States sends no 
12,660,000 thousand pieces, or 
12,660,000,000 pieces of mail every year, 
both within the states and to foreign 
countries, All the rest of the New 
World sends less than 2,000,000 thou- 
sand pieces more, but the total for 
America is 14,643,129 thousand pieces 
of mail dispatched every year. The 
Argentine Republic sends 594,000 thou- 
sand pieces of these, but the Falkland 
Islands send out only 87,000 thousand. 

All Europe delivers but 25,618,740 
thousand pieces of mail per annum, of 
which the 
& 817,300 thousand pieces, Great Britain 
and Ireland 4,941,000 thousand and 
France 3,049,000 thousand. All Asia 
distributes only 2,667,498 thousand, but 
Japan uses more than half—1,446,000 
thousand,

Firing an Aerobomb. 
(Cc. F. Bertelli in Leslie’s.) 

Highly satisfactory results have 
just been obtained in the series of 
experiments carried out to test sev- 
eral methods of dropping bombs from 
aeroplanes onto a given sport. Though 
they are far from having reached per- 
fection, two appliances, invented by 
the Farman brothers, have already 
Ziven great satisfaction to army ex- 
perts. Details of their mechanism 
are, of course, kept sécret, but as 
regards one of them it is known that 
the method employed is that of, first 
of all, locating the target by dropping 
a dummy bomb, which on exploding 
Spreads out a white powder easily 
visible to the pilot.

ine on “Industrial Bonds "’ Among 
other interesting things, he tells us: 

“Even the patent monopoly is sub- 
ject to such conditions and limitations 
as to render it of little value in fur- 
nishing security for bond issues. A 
patent expires at the end of seventeen 
years. The originality of the inven- 
tion must be tested in court before 
the patentee can be certain of legal 
protection in his right. If the inven- 
tion proves valuable, there are always 
men or corporations who will attack 
its originality in the hope of either 
invalidating the invention in whole or 
in part, or of receiving money to 
withdraw their claim. A recent illus- 
tration is the invention of the Tavlor- 
White process for the manufacture of 
tool steel, from which the owners, for 
a number of years, drew a large in- 
come, but which was finally declared 
to be non-patentable. In this day of 
accumulateq Knowledge, it is next to 
impossible to hit upon something 
which is absolutely new. Somewhere 
in the world—it may be in some ob- 
scure laboratory, or in a corner of 
some workshop—the most promising 
invention has been at least suggested, 
and a suggestion of anticipation is 
enough for a contest. 

“The value of a patent, moreover. ts 
constantly theatened by the danger of 
substitution. The end desired may be 
reached by some other road than the 
one upon which the patentee has the 
exclusive right to travel. As sogn as 
the value of a patent is proved, men 
set to work upon the problem which 
it has solved in the endeavor to find 
some other solution, and it is but sel- 
dom that one of them does not suc- 
ceed. The writer knows of a case 
where a patent was granted for an 
improvement in a certain device, in 
which the only change was the rub- 
stitution of a weak for a strong sping. 
As a basis for the security of invest- 
ment, a patent is worthless. Save in 
the most exceptional cases, no well- 
informed investor woulq buy a bond 
of a company whose earnings were d>2- 
pendent on the monopoly of a patent,”
